After that came 
Abner McKlnley, pale and agitated. He 
had left the house scarcely two hours 
before, and had departed with the as- 
surance that the tide had turned in 
the case of his distinguished brother. 
He had been aroused from slumber by 
a messenger boy who told him to come 
at once.

"The merchant tax 
belongs to a 


period which has passed away. 
It 


grew out o£ an old European system of 
taxation o£ merchants for the privi- 
lege of a mono-poly oC a, certain busi- 
ness within a given area. In later days 
progressive cities have abandoned it. 


"It makes the Tax Collector an in- 


quisitor. It compels him to pry into 
the private business affairs of the mer- 
chant and business men do not care to 
declare the amount of business they do 
at the end of each quarter. Various 
motives might actuate the Tax Collec- 
tor when he requested to see the books 
of a firm at the end of a quarter 
to 


ascertain how much business had been 
transacted. Pie might be merely curi- 
ous or he might have an ulterior mo- 
tive. The business man does not wish 
to put up with this sort of thing. 


"The proposed tax has the appear- 


ance of an income tax. It Is graduat- 
ed. The United States Supreme Court 
has held that the income tax is unlaw- 
ful and unconstitutional. The Califor- 
nia l.-i.ws provide in a measure against 
the enactment of an income tax. 


"We do not believe the proposed tax 


to be legal, and I warn you now that 
if you pass the ordinance you will have 
a fight on your hands. If necessary 
the merchants of Oakland are prepared 
to contribute to a fund to test the val- 
idity of the 
ordinance, carrying 
the 


case to the court of last resort. 
This 


tax if Imposed -will not be collected be- 
fore the case has been appealed to the 
Federal courts. It will not stop with 
the Oakland courts. 


"The 
merchants are not 
opposing 


this tax because they cannot afford It, 
hat upon principle. The merchants of 
this city are far from being- nig-gard'.y. 
Where would the city have been had it 
not been for the merchants when Pres- 
ident McKinley was here, or for 
the 


Fourth of July expenses? The mer- 
chants raised $7,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of both occasions.
